You often hear some golfer re­ 
mark that if he could keep his 
head down, or still, he would be 
able to make a good golf 
shot. 
Such remarks are made casually , 
but there is truth in it to the core. 
Many wonder just why the head 
play s such an imports .V part in 
the golf shot. But it does that very 
thing The head shouid never move 
up or down or to 
either 
side. 
Some object on the head should 
be taken for ex ample. The nose is 
a good basis Make a small spot 
on a looking glass and try holding 
y our nose on it through the swing, 
or place y our back to the sun and 
set a tee on the head of y our sha­ 
dow, go through the swing and 
see how much y our head remains 
in one spot. If it does, y ou have 
something, If it doesn’t practice 
until y ou get it and then y ou are 
on the way to a better golf stroke. 
After we have 
mastered 
the 
head, our nex t attention 
is 
the 
arms. The arm s naturally play a 
very important oart in the golf 
stroke Very few 
people 
realize 
just why the left is kept straight 
a t the elbow. The left is the guide 


and by being kept straight has no 
chance of misguiding the club head 
through the stroke, both back and 
fonvard. Too mary ordinary play 
ers stress too strenuously the ser 
iousness of keeping the 
eft arm 
straight to the point of piacing 
them in a cramped position. Some 
very good play ers let the elbow 
bend a little 
t the top 
of 
the 
swing, but then on 
he forward 
swing it straightens again before 
any damage is done. Most of the 
bad golf strokes are caused by the 
action of the right arm and not 
the left. The right arm we hear is 
kept in close to the body . Too many 
mistake this to mean the elbow 
should touch the body . 
What 
is 
meant, the right arm should slide 
back by the side until the bend is 
parallel with the track and is lifted 
with the swing until the arm is al 
most horizontal, but on the for­ 
ward swing the elbow comes back 
down to the side again, and when 
the club is about to reach the 
bali the right play s its part by 
ex tending fully with the left for­ 
ward and straight out in the di­ 
rection. of the shot.

It is a small line, 250 miles long, the 
Quincy-Omaha-Kansas City, which is a 
branch of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy. 
The 
p arent comp any, 
which 
bought it for about $3,000,000 in 1902, 
and has sp ent another $3,000,000 in p ay­ 
ing op erating deficits, ask ed the branch 
to cut itself off. 
Business is so low on that line that late­ 
ly there have been only 140 p eop le on the 
p ayroll. 
Taxes, p robably, cost more than 
wages or up k eep . 
It is a rather typ ical 
case. 
The towns that have been served by the 
line in question are mostly served also by 
other railroads. 
Whether they are or not, 
it p robably doesn't matter much, excep t 
for bulk y freight more suited to railroad 
cars than truck s. 
For the most p art such 
routes can be served p retty well by high­ 
ways. 
In fact, most of them are. 
This is 
one of the reasons why they are dying. 
Here is a great economic waste, a re­ 
sult of over-building, over-cap italizing and 
changing 
transp ortation.

around the country and needing amp uta­ 
tion?“ ask s a business writer. 
There 
must be scores of them. 
Overhauling the 
whole American railroad comp lex is one 
of the recovery jobs.

“ 
statistics are too one-sided. 
He sug­ 
gests it would be an excellent thing for 
many sufferers from the jitters to see in 
p rint the statistics on such matters as 
these: 
The number of p eop le emp loyed; the

moving p ictures; the number who escap e 
being injured or k illed in traffic accidents; 
the number who stay out of jail because 
they are honest and law-abiding; the num­ 
ber who p ay their taxes, and the amount 
of ham and eggs consumed at break fast 
in America on any given day.

How Cap acity of Liver Is Check ed Nowadays

MORE AND MORE in our day 
diagnosis is becoming functional 
rather than anatomical. 
In other 
words, we do not wait to say “this 
man’s heart is full of scar tissue" 
or “his k idneys are half-destroyed" 
(w’hich is an anatomical diagnosis), 
but we try to find out w'hat his 
heart is cap able of doing, and how 
comp etent the k idneys are to p er­ 
form their function. 
In middle age, people who have 
a 
feeling 
of 
being 
run 
down 
and 
whose 
heart, 
k idneys 
and 
other vital organs are normal, are 
lik ely to suffer from a deficient 
liver function. 
In fact, the liver 
out of gear is liable to be the first 
step in the general degeneration 
of old age. 
Functional tests of the liver are, 
therefore, being investigated with 
great interest and activity. 
The liver is a comp licated organ 
w’hich p erforms a good many dif­ 
ferent functions. In the first p lace, 
it excretes p oisons and end p rod­ 
ucts of the body, p articularly bile. 
In the second p lace, it is an essen­ 
tial organ in the utilization of 
sugar and starches In the body. It 
absorbs the sugars and starches 
from the intestine and changes 
them into what is called “glyco­ 
gen" or animal starch, releasing 
this to the muscles on demand. It 
also has imp ortant functions in fat 
and p rotein nutrition. 
The liver 
also forms the substance, fibrino­ 
gen, which is essential for the 
clotting of the blood. 
Single Test Inadequate 
Any single test for liver function 
is, therefore, obviously inadequate, 
and up until recently wre have had 
no test which really Indicates the 
total functional cap acity of the 
liver. The old levulose test meas­ 
ures simp ly the starch function of 
the liver, and dye tests have been 
unreliable. 
I was interested recently In see-

ing a new test for liver function at 
the Rock efeller Institute for Med­ 
ical Research. This consists In in­ 
jecting bile salt Into the vein. The 
bile salt used is bilirubin. 
It is 
k nown that in a certain length of 
time the liver converts a definite 
amount of bilirubin into bile. 
The 
test consists in Injecting three 
times as much bilirubin as the liver 
ordinarily tak es care of into the 
blood stream. 
Four hours later 
the blood is tak en from the vein of 
the other arm and tested to see 
the amount of bilirubin p resent. If 
it has all been destroyed the liver 
can be said to be functionally nor­ 
mal. 
Such tests as these » re op ening 
up a new chap ter in our ability to 
estimate the condition of the body. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS 
H. G. M.: 
"My child’s legs, 
arms and face chap all winter al­ 
most to the bleeding p oint, mak ing 
it necessary for her to wear long 
sleeves and stock ings and have her 
face given nightly treatm ent. 
Is 
there any way I can mak s her 
sk in 
more 
resistant 
to 
cold 
weather?" 
Answer: 
Chap p ing is due to a 
dry, sensitive sk in, which should be 
p rotected against cold and wind. 
There are a great many children 
beside this one who should wear 
stock ings and long-sleeved under­ 
wear during the winter. 
There Is 
no absolute p revention excep t con­ 
stant care. 
Such sk in should not 
be cleaned either often or vigor­ 
ously. It should be oiled regularly, 
not only at night but also in the 
daytime. 
Soap and water should 
be avoided.

RAILROAD asks the Into 
Com 
merce Commission for permission to 
quit. 
It is a small line, 250 miles long, the 
Quincy-Omaha-Kansas City, which 
is a 
branch of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy. 
The 
parent company, 
which 
bought it for about $3,000,000 in 1902, 
and has spent another $3,000,000 in pay­ 
ing operating deficits, asked the branch 
to cut itself off. 
Business is so low on that line that late­ 
ly there have been only 140 people on the 
payroll. 
Taxes, probably, cost more than 
wages or upkeep. 
It is a rather typical 
case. 
The towns that have been served by the 
line in question are mostly served also by 
other railroads. Whether they are or not, 
it probably doesn't matter much, except 
for bulky freight more suited to railroad 
cars than trucks. 
For the most part such 
routes can be served pretty well by high­ 
ways. 
In fact, most of them are. 
This is 
one of the reasons why they are dying. 
Here is a great economic waste, a re­ 
sult of over-building, over-capitalizing and 
changing 
transportation. 
“How 
many 
more suckers are bleeding the main stems 
around the country and needing amputa­ 
tion?” asks a business writer. 
There 
must be scores of them. 
Overhauling the 
whole American railroad complex is one 
of the recovery jobs.

A WRITER in the New York Times thinks

statistics are too one-sided. 
He sug­ 
gests it would be an excellent thing for 
many sufferers from the jitters to see in 
print the statistics on such matters as 
th ese: 
The number of people employed ; the

MORE AND MORE in our day 
diagnosis i« becoming functional 
rather than anatomical. 
In other 
words, we do not wait to say "this 
man’s heart is full of scar tissue” 
or “his kidneys are half-destroyed” 
(which is an anatomical diagnosis), 
but we try to find out what his 
heart is capable of doing, and how 
competent the kidneys are to per­ 
form their function. 
In middle age, people who have 
a 
feeling 
of 
being 
run 
down 
and 
whose 
heart, 
kidneys 
and 
other vital organs are normal, are 
likely to suffer from a deficient 
liver function. 
In fact, the liver 
out of gear is liable to be the first 
step In the general degeneration 
of old age. 
Functional tests of the liver are, 
therefore, being investigated with 
great Interest and activity. 
The liver is a complicated organ 
which performs a good many dif­ 
ferent functions. In the first place, 
it excretes poisons and end prod­ 
ucts of the body, particularly bile. 
In the second place, it is an essen­ 
tial organ in the utilization of 
sugar and starches in the body. It 
absorbs the sugars .md starches 
from the Intestine and changes 
them into what is called “glyco­ 
gen" or animal starch, releasing 
this to the muscles on demand. It 
also has important functions in fat 
and protein nutrition. 
The liver 
also forms the substance, fibrino­ 
gen, which is essential for the 
clotting of the blood. 
8Jngle Test Inadequate 
Any single test for liver function 
is, therefore, obviously inadequate, 
and up until recently we have had 
no test which really indicates the 
total functional capacity of the 
liver. 
The old levulose test meas­ 
ures simply the starch function of 
the liver, and dye tests have been 
unreliable.

ing a new test for liver function at 
the Rockefeller Institute for Med­ 
ical Research. This consists In in­ 
jecting bile salt Into the vein. The 
bile salt used is bilirubin. 
It is 
known that in a certain length of 
time the liver converts a definite 
amount of bilirubin Into bile. The 
test consists In Injecting three 
times as much bilirubin as the liver 
ordinarily takes care of into the 
blood stream. 
Four hours later 
the blood ta taken from the vein of 
the other arm and tested to see 
the amount of bilirubin present. If 
it has all been destroyed the liver 
can be said to be functionally nor­ 
mal. 
Such tests as these are opening 
up a new chapter In our ability to 
estimate the condition of the body.

Chapping is due to a 
dry, sensitive skin, which should be 
protected against cold and wind. 
There are a great many children 
beside this one who should wear 
stockings and long-sleeved under­ 
wear during th# winter. 
There is 
no absolute prevention except con­ 
stant care. 
Such skin should not 
be cleaned either often or vigor­ 
ously. It should be oiled regularly, 
not only at night but also in the 
daytime. 
Soap and water should 
be avoided.

I am wondering w'hat is 
necessary to grow them in our 
home here in western Ohio. 
ANSWER: The azaleas are one 
of the acid soil plants and, conse­ 
quently, if you liv e in a section 
where the soil is not normally 
acid, or where the soil has been 
limed to counteract the acidity, 
it W'ill be necessary to acidify it. 
We find where the soil is not na­ 
turally induciv e to their growth, 
azaleas seem to do better in par­ 
tial shade than in full sun. I would 
recommend that you plant them 
in a soil mixed with at least half 
peat moss; that you plant them 
no deeper than they were grow­ 
ing before, and that you mulch 
them with tw'o or three inches of 
peat moss. 
In addition to this, 
each spring you can put on about 
one-half pound of sulphur per each 
square yard of soil area. This will 
keep your soil acidified.

QUESTION: Is it too late to 
plant roses? 
ANSWER: The only roses that 
can be planted satisfactorily now 
now are those that hav e been 
growing in pots. 
You will find 
that they can be planted success­ 
fully almost any time. 
QUESTION: ' What do you re­ 
commend as the best all-around 
pest control for roses? 
I hav e 
been using a spray where I hav e 
to mix three different together, 
ferent together. 
ANSWER: The spray that you 
hav e been using, if it is the one 
I think it is. is v ery satisfactory 
but also v ery expensiv e. 
Person­ 
ally, I hav e found that dusting 
is far more conv enient than spray­ 
ing 
with roses, inasmuch as it 
needs* to be done so often during 
the season. If you will buy a dust 
gun, which you can get for $1.25 
and up. and keep it loaded with 
dusting sulphur, and dust them 
after ev ery rain, you will find 
you will hav e v ery satisfactory 
control for most of the diseases. 
If you care to make this a com­ 
plete control, you can use nine 
parts of sulphur, one part of ar­ 
senate of lead, and one part of a 
pyrethum or rotenone dust. 
This 
mixture can be purchased under 
sev eral trade names. This not only 
will control your diseases but also 
insects that are eating the foliage, 
as well as the plant lice which are 
merely sucking the sap. 
May I 
suggest that you dust your roses 
once a week. 
This can be done 
any time during the day and it is 
not necessary for the foliage to 
be wet. 
QUESTION: 
Will you please 
send me complete instructions for 
growing plants in water culture, 
rather than soil? 
I hav e nev er 
been successful in growing plants 
in soil and feel that this new 
method may be more satisfactory. 
ANSWER: Although water cul­ 
ture plants hav e been highly ad­ 
v ertised, we do not feel that as 
yet it takes the place of soil cul­ 
ture for the amateur gardener. 
If you still are interested, how­ 
ev er, we will send a mimeographed 
leaflet giv ing you complete in­ 
structions.

to their growth, 
azaleas seem 
to do better in p a r­ 
tial shade than in full sun. I would 
recommend th a t you plant them 
in a soil mixed with at least half 
peat moss: th a t you plant them 
no deeper than they were grow ­ 
ing before, and th a t you mulch 
them with two or three inches of 
peat moss. 
In addition to this, 
each spring you can put on about 
one-half pound of sulphur per each 
I square yard of soil area.

May I suggest if you 
are interested in highway beauti­ 
fication th a t you write 
to Mr.

QUESTION: Is it too late to 
plant roses? 
A NSW ER: 
The only roses that 
can be planted satisfactorily now

are those 
that have 
been 
growing in pots.

fully almost any 
time. 
QUESTION: 
W hat do you re­ 
commend as the best all-around 
pest 
control for 
roses? I have 
been using a spray where I have 
to mix three different together, 
ferent together. 
ANSW ER: 
The spray th a t you 
have been using, if it is the one 
I think it is. is very satisfactory 
but also very expensive. 
Person­ 
ally, I have found that dusting 
is far more convenient than spray­ 
ing 
with 
roses, inasmuch as it 
needs* to be done so often duiing 
the season. If you will buy a dust 
gun, which you can get for $1.25 
and up, and keep it loaded with 
dusting sulphur, and dust them 
after every rain, you will find 
you will have very satisfactory 
control for most of the diseases. 
If you care to make this a com­ 
plete control, you can use nine 
parts of sulphur, one part of a r ­ 
senate of lead, and one p a rt of a 
pyrethum or rotenone dust. 
This 
mixture can be purchased under 
several trade names. This not only 
will control your diseases but also 
insects that are eating the foliage, 
as well as the plant lice which are 
merely sucking the sap. 
May I 
suggest that you dust your roses 
once a week. 
This can be done 
any time during the day and it is 
not necessary for the foliage to 
be w'et. 
QUESTION: 
Will you please 
send me complete instructions for 
growing plants in w ater culture, 
rather than soil? 
I have never 
been successful in growing plants 
in soil and feel th a t this new 
method may be more satisfactory. 
A N SW ER: Although w ater cul­ 
ture plants have been highly ad­ 
vertised, we do not feel th a t as 
yet it takes the place of soil cul­ 
ture for the am ateur gardener. 
If you still are interested, how­ 
ever, we will send a mimeographed 
leaflet 
giving you complete 
in­ 
structions.

The board said all its witnesses are 
in Chicago and th a t a W ashington 
hearing would be expensive. C ar­ 
gill filed opposition to a change. 
The commission postponed 
in­ 
definitely a hearing scheduled for 
May 16 on the charges after the 
board petition for a dismissal. The 
hearing on the charges, if held, will 
he before a referee appointed by 
the commission and instructed to 
report to it. 
Grain men believe the decision 
of the commission on the power of 
the board to control trading by 
its members may have an im port­ 
ant bearing on m anagem ent of the 
country, especially as to authority 
to break squeezes.
